The State Canale—Tells and Manage- 
memt. 

The report submitted to the Canal Board 
by 1ts Committee forbids the expectation of 
any material reduction in the rates of toll. 
The argument mainly relied upon in justifi- 
cation of this conclusion is derived from the 
charges fastened upon the canal revenues 
by the Constitution. These charges. the 
Committee say, will for a time “more than 
absorb the entire net earnings ;” and, as the 
canal is already burdened with traffic to the 
full extent of its capacity, any immediate 
and large reduction is pronounced impossi- 
ble. 

Some of the statements advanced by the 
Committee we are unable to reconcile with 
the previously published report of the And- 
itor of the Canal Department. Thus the 
Committee. represent the surplus reve- 
nues of last year as lees by nearly 
three-quarters of a million “than the 
amount necessary to meet the demands for 
the current year.” The Anditor, on the con- 
trary, exultingly announces “that the sur- 
plus revenues of the canals are sufficient to 
pay the balance of the canal debt of 1846, 
satisfy the other requirements of the Consti- 
tution, and contribute over $127,000 to defray 
the necessary expenses of the Government.” 
The same official shows, however, that past 
deficiencies, together with other advances 
for which the canal revenues are liable, 
amount to more than fifteen millions, which 
imust be repaid “whenever it can be done 
consistently with the just rights of the cred- 
itors holding the canal debt.” It is insisted, 
therefore, that any change which would 
have the effect of diminishing the canal 
revenues is inadmissible, so long as the con- 
stitutional liabilities of the canals remain 
undischarged. 

But the Canal Board’s report does more 
than assign reasons for not materially dis- 
turbing the tolls. While admitting the ex- 
pediency of reduction at some remote period, 
it urges considerations which suggest doubts 
as to the zeal or judgment of the Board in 
protecting and promoting the great interests 
under ite care. The fact that, despite high 
tolls, the business of the canals constantly 
increases, is adduced as proof that no just 
cause of complaint exists. The Board, in- 
deed, seems to deem itself bound to care for 
other than canal interests. The remark that 
“ it is neither possible nor desirable that the 
canals should engross all the carrying busi- 
ness. within the State, and success- 
fully prevent all competing rates and 
means of traffic,” is disingenuous enough 
to have proceeded from the President of the 
Erie Railroad, who would have the Eric 
Canal closed as a useless ditch. Equally un- 
wortliy is the attempt of the Committee to 
excuse high tolls by a reference to the extor- 
tionate rates of the Buffalo elevators. .The

New Prejects for an Isthmus Intereceanic 
Ship Canal. 

The Cushing Canal Treaty is certainly put 
off, and probably will come tonaught. The 
Senate Committee on Foreign Affairs of the 
United States of Colombia reported against 
ite ratification long ago; and now the Senate 
of the United States of Anierica, after 
elaborate and protracted discussion of every 
part and parcel of it, with speeches in its 
favor by such gentlemen as Mesars. SUMNER 
and STzwart, and against it by 
such gentlemen as Mesars. SHERMAN, Frs- 
saNDEN, Witson, and Wanner, has post- 
poned the whole subject until the next ses- 
sion. The arguments pro are easily imagined ; 
the main argument. cen.is understood to be 
that the treaty binds our Government.to 
construct the canal, and yet in return gives 
nothing but a mere right of way. 

It appears, therefore, that the one high 
contracting party rejects the Convention be- 
cause it gives too much and brings too little 
to Colombia, and the other high contracting 
party demure to it because it brings too 
little and gives too much to America. 
Under theese circumstances it would seem 
that the whole affair will have to begin de 
novo, and with a clearer understanding of 
how both Governments really stand related 
to the stupendous enterprise.
